She is seeking more than 
$15,000 in damages from both 
Lane. and Henke after allegedly 
suffering disfigurement and per- 
manent injuries. 

Henke said Monday he was 
surprised a lawsuit had been 
filed.

Henke said Wilkerson was 
upset the day of the auction 
because she was living at the 
house and did not want her par- 
ents’ possessions sold.

The County Board had agreed in July to 
spend $1.1 million from the county’s reserves 
to fix up Haller House, the county facility for 
juvenile offenders. 2 

State investigators have cited problems at 
the detention home for years. Overcrowding, 
lack of a sprinkler system and toilet facili- 
ties have been at the top of the list of com- 
plaints. 

The rehabilitation project addresses all

“Here we've gat sewers and 
streets that need fixed all over 
the city and Community 
Development gives us an 
elevator,” Williams said.

An 
elevator. I guess when the 
people on Oriole and (in) Venice 
Homes get flooded out they can 
ride the elevator to come up and 
complain to us.”” 

Earlier this year, Venice 
applied for two $125,000 grants 
through Madison County 
Community Development — one 
for street and sewer repairs and 
one to install an elevator at City 
Hall to make it accessible under 
the federal Americans with 
Disabilities Act. 

Based on a point system, the 
application for the sewers was 
denied and the application for 
the elevator was approved. 

“If I had the choice, I would 
have taken the street and sewer 
repairs and said forget the 
elevator. But we weren’t given a 
choice,” Mayor Tyrone Echols 
said.

William Gran, an_ architect with 
AAI/Campbell, said seven new cells will be 
added to the facility, bringing the total num- 
ber to 28. Two of the cells will be remodeled 
for use by the disabled, he said 

In addition, other areas of the facility will 
be painted. and there will be new exterior 
brickwork and new windows, Gran said. 

“We're trying to make the appearance of 
the building become a little more residen- 
tial,” Gran said. ‘But, we’re not fixing up 
the entire building. We're not painting every- 
thing, just the areas we’re working in.”

Until then, officials are bracing for winter 
snows which could increase stress levels on 
the leaking roof at the facility. 

Late summer rains plagued the facility 
with leaks. Sigloch said a plastic tent assem- 
bled over the roof would help ease leaks dur- 
ing the winter, but workers will be on guard 
for more problems

Granite City area museum are 
greeted at the door by a smiling 
TWA flight attendant. 

And those who enter 
McIntyre’s museum of TWA 
treasures can find nearly 
everything connected with the 
airline — from old flight plans to 
seats taken from actual 
airplanes; from histories of the 
company to the latest flight 
meal menus 

“Sally,” the flight attendant, is 
actually a mannequin dressed in 
an authentic: 1950s TWA uniform. 

And the museum is actually 
the finished basement of 
McIntyre’s home in the 
Arlington subdivision. 

McIntyre, who retired from 
TWA a year ago after 40 years 
of service, accumulated the 
memorabilia through his years 
of service, visits to \irli 
shows, estate sales gifts 
from his fellow employees.

The silverware and dinnerware 
utilized by TWA throughout the 
years, menus, napkins, coffee 
mugs, playing cards, 
matchbooks, drink stirrers and, 
of course, the obligator, 
package of peanuts and tiny, 
single-serving drink bottles are 
featured in glass display cases. 

The displays capture the 
evolution of the company to the 
present time from its beginnings 
as Transcontinental Air 
Transport, which offered 
coast-to-coast service by 
combining air and rail travel 

As fellow employees learned of 
MclIntyre’s collection, the 
memorabilia began to pile up. 
Included in the collection are the 
cockpit control wheel from a 
Lockheed 1049 Constellation 
airplane; service pins and crew 
hat badges and wings; a wooden

St. Clair County voters gave 
their overwhelming stamp of 
approval for the extension of 

etroLink to Scott Air Force 
Base. 

The half-cent sales tax 
increase was approved on a vote 
of 21,517 to 10,323, or a 2-to-1 
margin. 

“T found that while many of us 
were out promoting light rail, it 
really sold itself,” Rep. Jerry F. 
Costello, D-Belleville, sajd

“One of the refreshing things 
about this was that people were 
willing to pay the tax. It says 
_they’re thinking of the future, 
their children and grandchildren. 
That's really unselfish.” 






In the state’s 1993 
fiscal year, July 1, 1992 
through June 30 1993, 
sales tax collections in 
Granite City totalled 
$11,457,823.47, including 
$8,710,113.33 in state 
sales tax, $2,231,997.43 
in city sales tax and 
$515,712.71 in-state use 
tax. . 


Costello said he has followed 
the light rail system from_the 
time he chaired the St. Clair 
Count committee in 1981. The 
fact that the first phase was up 
and running was a big boon to 
getting voters to support the tax 
increase, he said.

Baricevic said he was ‘‘very 
pleased” with ‘the support, but 
more excited about what it 
means for the county's future.

Sometimes a person will contact this office 
and indicate that he has been discharged by 
his employer. If an employee is fired in retalia- 
tion for his activities, does he have any 
recourse against the employer? 

The gerieral rule in Illinois in an employment 
at will relationship is that there is no limitation 
‘on the right of an employer to discharge an 
employee. One exception to this rule has been 
created, however, if there has been a 
retaliatory discharge. The Illinois courts have 
required a plaintiff who brings an action for 
retaliatory discharge to prove that he was 
discharged in retaliation for his activities, and 
that the discharge was in contravention of a 
clearly mandated public policy. 

In one recent case, the plaintiff and his co- 
worker went to a party together after work. The 
co-worker allegedly became intoxicated and ir- 
rational at the party. The plaintiff drove him 
back to the company parking lot at which time 
the plaintiff refused to return the co-worker’s 
car keys. The plaintiff felt that his fellow 
menplovee was too intoxicated to drive, and the 
plaintiff offered to drive him home. The co- 
worker became enraged when the plaintiff 
would not return his keys, and a fight broke out 

in the parking lot. 7 



















The company conducted an ivnestigation of 
the circumstances of the incident, and subse- 
quently both the plaintiff and the co-worker 
were fired. The company stated that the 
reasons for discharging the plaintiff were for 
“being under the influence of intoxicants and 
fighting on company property.” The plaintiff fil- 
ed a complaint against the company alleging 
retaliatory discharge. He felt that in preventing 
a ‘drunken co-worker from driving while intox- 
icated, his actions were consistent with the 
public policy of Illinois. 


The Appellate Court ultimately ruled that the 
plaintiff's discharge was not in retaliation for 
his actions. The Court felt that the plaintiff was 
fired—due-to- his-own--intoxication—and—his 
fighting with the co-worker on company proper- 
ty. In summary, the plaintiff was not discharg- 
ed for pursuing goals identified-as the public 
policy of Illinois. in reality, he was fired 
because the method he used to pursue those 
goals led to his fighting with a fellow employee 
in his employer's parking lot. Therefore, he fail- 
ed to show that his discharge was caused by 
the employer's desire to retaliate against him 
for his pursuit of his responsibilities of 
citizepship.

Decoys have been used in water- 
fowl hunting since after the Civil War, Pitt said. 
They are placed in the water, where they float 
and entice live birds to land. 

He said the decoys are made of wood from 
pine, balsam and western cedar trees. The more 
tlaborately painted birds closely resemble live 
waterfowl 

Pitt, who received his bachelor’s degree from 
McKendree College in Lebanon and his master’s 
degree from Southern Illinois University at Car- 
bondale in biological sciences, began collecting

Next year’s Social Security 
cost-of-living raise will be 2.6 
percent. The higher benefits will 
begin with payments that Social 
Security beneficiaries receive 
Jan. 3, 1994, and Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) recipients 
receive Dec. 30, 1993. 

Reflecting the low rate of 
inflation in the last year, it is 
the lowest increase in benefits 
since 1986 when the increase was 
1.3 percent. For the average 
retiree, it means a $17 Load 
month increase in benefits. 

Social Security and SSI 
benefits increase automatically 
each year based on the rise in 
the consumer price index for 
urban wage earners and clerical 
workers from the third quarter 
of one year through the third 
quarter of the next. This year’s 
increase in the CPI was 2.6 


percent. 
everal other changes were 
announced for 1994: 

The maximum amount of 
earnings that will be subject to 
the Social Security payroll tax in 
1994: $60,600; up from. $57,600 in 
1993. All earnings (no 
maximum) will be subject to the 
Medicare payroll tax next year. 
There will be no change in the 
Social Security or Medicare tax 
rates. 

‘The Medicare Part B premium 
will increase to $41.10 from 
$36.60 per month. 

The amount of Social Security 
covered earnings that will earn 
one work credit in 1994: $620; up 
from $590 in 1993. 

The earnings limit on Social 
Security beneficiaries who are 
younger than age 65 will be 
$8,040 in 1994; up from $7,680. 
The earnings limit for 
beneficiaries 65 to 69 will be 
$11,160. That limit was $10,560 in 
1993. There still will be no limit 
on earnings for people ages 70 or 
older. 

‘The maximum SSI monthly 
payments to an individual will 
rise to $446 from $434. For a 
couple, the maximum federal 
SSI payment will rise to $669 
from $652. 

The highest sible’ Social 
Security benefit for someone 
turning age 65 in 1994 will be 
$1,147 per month.

Collinsville changing its rules 
for fund raisers on city streets 


By Martin Richter

Collinsville is going to have to change its solici- 
tation ordinance, and members of local civic 
groups say those changes could cripple their fund- 
raising efforts at city intersections. ; 

‘The City Council discussed the solicitation ordi- 
nance on Monday, after the Ilinois Dey rtment of 
Transportation wrote a letter to city o! ficials noti- 
fying them that state statute prohibits solicitations 
at most intersections where it is currently allowed. 

The city’s existing solicitation ordinance limits 
solicitation to four intersections: Clay and Center, 
Main and Seminary, Main and Morrison and Van- 
dalia and Clay. : 

However, the Illinois Vehicle Code requires that 
solicitation be allowed only at intersections where 
stop signs — not traffic signals — require motor- 
ists to come to a complete stop in all directions, 
said IDOT District Operations Engineer Joe 
Crowe. Collinsville Corporate Counsel Dwight Tay- 
Jor quoted the same portion of statute in an inter- 
view this week. BP, 

‘This means that there should be no soliciting at 
all of the intersections where it is currently 
allowed by city ordinance, with the exception of 
Clay and Center. 

Collinsville’s current ordinance says the solicit- 
ing organization may secure permission from 
IDOT to have the traffic signals changed to flash- 
ing red at other intersections if the city also does 
not obterr and if doing so does not create a traffic 
hazard. 

But Crowe said IDOT sent letters within the last 
few weeks to all 32 municipalities in District 8 that 
have traffic signals on state routes, notifying them 
that IDOT does not want those signals placed on 
flash for solicitors. And in practice, that has been 
done here only rarely, anyway. 

Groups have solicited at intersections with the 
traffic signals on their regular cycles. 

“We're not singling out Collinsville,” Crowe 
said. “This has become more and more of a prob- 
lem with area municipalities that have signals on 
state routes.”’ s 

Taylor said there are other intersections in Col- 
linsville, besides Clay and Center, at which traffic 
comes to a stop in all directions for stop signs. But 


they are not prime intersections that would allow 
groupe to catch large numbers of motorists. C 

“] don’t see how solicitation can continue as it 
has in the past,” Taylor said. “‘It’s going to have 

hange. 

0 ne Council instructed Taylor to change the lan- 
guage of the ordinance to make it conform with 
fie State statute. The Council probably will vote on 
the amended ordinance at its business meeting on 
Monday. petat 

‘Anyone who has driven in downtown Collinsville 
regularly has seen numerous area groups collect- 
ing money for charitable causes: the Lions Club, 
the Kiwanis, Knights of Columbus, Shriners, the 
Humane Society. : ? 

David Procasky, president of the Collinsville 
Noon Lions, said the proposed change would cri 
ple the Lions’ largest annual fund raiser, Candy 
Day. 

‘Money raised by the Noon Lions and Evening 
Lions goes to purchase eye glasses and hearing 
aids for the needy. : 

‘“phat’s our biggest fund raiser every year,” 
Procasky said. ‘We raised close to $9,000 this 
year, and $5,500 to $6,000 came from the street. 
This’ will certainly restrict the fund raising we 
have available to us.”” aioe 

Barry Wilson, president of the Collinsville Sun- 
rise Kiwanis, said the change also would take the 
steam out of the group’s annual Peanut Day fund 
raiser, which nets $2,500 to $3,000 to buy clothing 
for needy Collinsville-area kids. 

“with us not being able to collect money at 
traffic lights, it’s not going to hurt the Kiwanis, 
it’s going to hurt those people we help,” Wilson 
said. “We take 40 needy kids at Christmas time, 
and we buy them clothing, and we also do it in 
August, for school clothes.” 

‘lmer Bernhardt, a trustee with Knights of 
Columbus Council 1712, agreed: Bernhardt said the 
K of C’s annual Tootsie Roll drive has raised mon- 
ey for more than 20 years for Special Olympics 
and other programs for the mentally disabled. 

This year’s drive netted nearly $8,000, he said. 

The drives ‘‘mean an awful lot, not only to us, 
but to the city of Collinsville,” Bernhardt said. He 
said 90 percent of the money raised is used local- 
ly, much of it for special education programs at 
Webster School.
